Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

in the remarks, Applicant argues, in substance, that (1 ) one of ordinary skill in the art would not find it obvious to combine Mathur with 
Muller to create the invention of processing data differently in different directions. 

As to point (1), Applicant should be aware that motivation may be different than that of the Applicant's. As shown in the previous office 
action, it would have been obivous to provide buffering that is proportional to the amount of traffic through a given port as shown in 
Muller. This would allow the system of Mathur the ability to buffer more packets in a second direction when there is a proportionally large 
amount of incoming packets. One of ordinary skill would recognize this feature of Muller and would be able to adapt it to the system of 
Mathur. By this rationale, the rejection is maintained. 
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
